They Are Built to Resist the Shock of 


an Earthquake. 


A remarkable fart lii japan la that 


pogodaa built hundreds of years ago 
embody the principle of the modern 
seismograph, which Is to minimize the 
effect of earthquake motion by the 
combination of au inverted pendulum 
with an ordinary pendulum, or. In 
other words, by the union of n stable 
:nd an unstable structure.-to produce a 
leutrnl stability, 'which .renders the 
whole building least sensible to earth- 
quake shock.'

The order is direted to conductors 
and trainmen and says that the rail- 
road attorneys say that there is no 
question that the company can re- 
fuse to carry dogs In smoking and 
other cars.

It is said the strjct enforcement of 


tne rule is necessary, owing to suits 
against the company, the result of 
passengers being bitten by dogs.
